1 . SECURITY COUNCIL - EXTENDS UNDOF’S MANDATE 

DRAFT RESOLUTION EXTENDING UNDOF’S MANDATE FOR ANOTHER SIX 
MONTHS, UNTIL MAY 31, 1977, WAS ADOPTED BY THE SC NOV. EP 
BY VOTE OF 12-0-0, WITH BENIN, CHINA AND LIBYA NOT PARTICIPATING. 
FOLLOWING THE ADOPTING OF THE RESOLUTION, PRESIDENT IT I, I TEC A 
(PANAMA) READ OUT THE TEXT OF A STATEMENT ON BEHALF OF THE 
COUNCIL MEMBERS, NOTING THAT THE SYG, IN HIS LATEST REPORT 
ON UNDOF, HAD SAID: "DESPITE THE PRESENT QUIET IN THE ISRAELI- 
SYRIA SECTOR, THERE CAN BE NO QUESTION THAT THE SITUATION 
UNCLASSIFIED

IN THE MIDDLE EAST WILL REMAIN UNSTABLE AND POTENTIALLY DAN- 
GEROUS UNLESS REAL PROGRESS CAN BE MADE TOWARD A JUST AND 
LASTING SETTLEMENT OF THE PROBLEM IN ALL ITS ASPECTS." 

ILLUECA ADDED THAT THE SYG’S STATEMENT "REFLECTS THE VIEW OF 
THE SC." HE HAD BEEN ASKED BY BENIN, CHINA AND LIBYA TO 
TO SAY THAT, AS THEY HAD NOTPARTICIPATED IN THE VOTE, THEY 
TOOK THE SAME POSITION WITH REGARD TO THE STATEMENT JUST READ OUT. 
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MOST STATEMENTS REITERATED VIEWS EXPRESSED WHEN THE COUNCIL 
RENEWED UNEF'S MANDATE, STRESSING THAT MAINTENANCE OF UNDOF 
WAS NOT AN END IN ITSELF AND THERE WAS URGENT NEED TO MAKE 
PROGRESS TOWARD A JUST AND LASTING SOLUTION. MANY QUOTED THAT 
PART OF THE SYG'S REPORT INCLUDED IN THE PRESIDENT S 
STATEMENT. HACHEME (BENIN) STATED THAT HIS DELEGATION'S 
ATTITUDE IN THE COUNCIL WAS ' OBEDIENT TO THE CLEAR AND 
DECISIVE INSTRUCTIONS I HAVE RECEIVED." LAI YA-LI (CHINA) 

REFFERED TO CHINA'S DIFFERENT POSITION IN PRINCIPLE. ELHOFARI 
(LIBYA) REITERATED THAT THE RESOLUTIONS WERE IRRELEVANT 
AS A FRAME WORK XFOR ANY JUST AND LASTING SOLUTION TO THE 
PALESTINIAN QUESTION AND THE MIDDLE EUST PROBLEM. 

AMB BENNETT COMPLIMENTED UNDOF FOR ITS OUTSTANDING JOB IN 
OVERSEEING THE CEASEFIRE ON THE GOLAN HEIGHTS, SAID ISRAELI 
AND SYRIAN COOPERATION ASSURED THE SUCCESS OF UNDOF'S MISSION, 
AND WELCOMED ISRAEL'S AND SYRIA'S AGREEMENT TO THE EXTEN- 
SION OF UNDOF'S MANDATE. OVINNIKOV (USSR), WHO RECALLED THE 
SOVIET UNION ALWAYS WARNED AGAINST PARTIAL MEASURES, CALLED 
FOR EARLY RESUMPTION OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE WITH THE PART- 
ICIPATION OF ALL PARTIES DIRECTLY CONCERNED, INCLUDING THE 
PLO. HE WAS CONCERNED AT ISRAELI "MACHINATIONS" DURING IN 
FORMAL CONSULTATIONS IN EFFORT TO BLOCK ANY REFERENCE TO THE 
URGENT NECESSITY TO CONTINUE EFFORTS TO ESTABLISH A JUST AND 
LASTING SETTLEMENT. HE CONCLUDED BY SAYING BOTH UNDOF AND UNEF 
SHOULD BE MAINTAINED WITH THE MINIMUM EXPENSE POSSIBLE. OTHER 
SPEAKERS WERE UK, TANZANIA, GUYANA, SWEDEN, ROMANIA, JAPAN, 

ITALY, FRANCE AND PANAMA. ISRAEL AND SYRIA DID NOT SPEAK. 

2. GA PLENARY - COMMITTEE 3 RECOMMENDATIONS, NATO, DE- 
COLONIZATION 

THE GA IN ADOPTING NONE RESOLUTIONS NOV. 30, RECOMMENDED 
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BY COMMITTEE, CONDEMNED THE COLLABORATION OF ALL STATES WITH 
RACIST REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, IN PARTICULAR FRANCE, FRG, 
ISRAEL, JAPAN, UK AND US; INVITED ECOSOC TO EXAMINE THE "CON- 
SEQUENCES OF THE USE OF THE VETO" BY FRANCE, UK AND US ON THE 
ENJOYMENT OF HUMAN RIGHTS BY OPPRESSED AFRICANS; AND CONDEMNED 
THE POLICIES OF NATO MEMBERS IN SUPPORT OF RACIST REGIMES. 

DEBATE ON THE COMMITTEE OF 24 REORT CONTINUED WITH STATE- 
MENTS BY REPRESENTATIVES OF MAURITIUS, ZAMBIA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

USSR, MONGOLIA, AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY. THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE 
CALLED FOR THE END OF THE TRUSTEESIP OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS. 

- COMMITTEE 3 RECOMMENDATIONS - 

THE RESOLUTION CONTAINING A CONDEMNATION OF THE COLL- 
ABORATION OF STATES WITH RACIST REGIMES AND INVITING ECOSOC 
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TO EXAMINE THE "CONSEQUENCESOF THE USE OF THE VETO" BY FRANCE, 

UK AND US, WAS ADOPTED 97-1 1 (US, EC-9 JAPAN)-28. IN SEPARATE 
VOTE, REQUESTED BY EC-9, OP PARA 3 WHICH CONDEMNED THE COLL- 
ABORATION OF THE SIX STATES WITH RACIST REGIMES IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, WAS INCLUDED 68-25-(US)-39. AFGHANISTAN WOULD HAVE 
PREFERRED DIFFERENT WORDING FOR PARA 3, AND COLOMBIA DID NOT 
CONSIDER IT CONSTRUCTIVE FOR THE UN'S FUTURE. ABSTENTIONS 
ON THE RESOLUTION AS A WHOLE WERE: AUSTRALIA, AUSTRIA, 

SOVIET BLOC (EXCEPT ROMANIA AND CUBA), CANADA, COSTA RICA, 
DOMINICAN REPUBLIC, FINLAND, GUATEMALA, HAITI, ICELAND, 

IRAN, NEW ZEALAND, NICARAGUA, NORWAY, PAPUA NEW GUINEA, 
PARAGUAY, PROTUGAL, SPAIN, SWEDEN, TURKEY AND URUGUAY. THOSE 
ABSENT WERE: CAPE CERDE.CAR, GAMBIA, HONDURAS, ISRAEL, POLAND, 

SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE, SEYCHELLES AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

RESOLUTION CONDEMNING THE POLICIES OF NATO MEMBERS 
AND OTHER COUNTRIES WHOSE POLITICAL, ECONOMIC, MILITARY OR 
SPORTING RELATION WITH THE RACIST REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
ENCOURAGED THOSE REGIMES TO PERSIST IN SUPPRESSING THE 
ASPIRATIONS OF PEOPLES FOR SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE, 
AND ALSO CALLING FOR "IMMEDIATE WITHDRAWAL" OF FRANCE FROM 
THE COMORIAN ISLAND OF MAYOTTE, WAS ADOPTED 109-4(FRANCE, 
GRENADA, UK, US)-24. A 12-POWER (EC-9, US, CANADA, PORTUGAL) 
AMENDMENT WHICH WOULD HAVE DELETED THE REFERENCE TO NATO 
COUNTRIES WAS DEFEATED 28-65-42, AFTER BELGIUM SUPPORTED 
THE AMENDMENT AND DEFENDED NATO. ABSTENTIONS ON THE RESOLUTION 
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AS A WHOLE WERE: OTHER EC-9, AUSTRALIA, AUSTRIA, CANADA, COSTA 
RICA, FINLAND, GUATEMALA, HAITI.ICELAND, JAPAN, NEW ZEA- 
LAND, NOCARAGUA, NORWAY, PAPUA NEW GUINEA, PARAGUAY, SPAIN, 
SWEDEN, AND URUGUAY. THOSE ABSENT WERE: CAPE VERDE, CAR, 
HONDURAS, ISRAEL, MALTA, SAO TOME AND PRINCIPE, SEYCHELLES, 

AND SOUTH AFRICA. 
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UNDIGEST 

BY CONSENSUS THE GA URGED GOVERNMENTS TO FURTHER STRENGTHEN 
THEIR SUPPORT FOR HUMANITARIAN ACTIVITIES OF THE HIGH 
COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES AND ASKED THE UNHCR TO INTENSIFY 
HIS EFFORTS TO SOLVE REFUGEE PROBLEMS, INCLUDING CONTINUED 
HUMANITARIAN ASSISTANCE TO REFUGEES AND DISPLACED PERSONS IN 
AFRICA. BY VOTE OF 1 17-9-8, THE UNHCR WAS ASKED TO 
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CONTINUE TO PERFORM FUNCTIONS PROVISIONALLY ASSIGNED TO 
HIM UNDER THE CONVENTION ON THE REDUCTION OF STATELESSNESS. 

ON THE SUBIECT OF NATIONAL EXPERIENCE IN ACHIEVING FAR- 
REACHING SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CHANGES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
SOCIAL PROGRESS, THE GA, WITHOUT VOTE, ASKED GOVERNMENTS AND 
RELEVANT "SPECIALIZED ORGANIZATIONS" TO REPORT TO THE SYG 
ON THEIR EXPERIENCES IN PROMOTING THE COOPERATIVE MOVEMENT; 
AND BY VOTE OF 125-0-9 ASKED THE SYG TO SUBMIT IN 1978 A 
COMPREHENSIVE REPORT ON THE NATIONAL EXPERIENCE OF 
GOVERNMENTS IN CARRYING OUT FAR-REACHING SOCIAL AND 
ECONOMIC CHANGES. 

THE GA ALSO ADOPTED THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTIONS ON THE 
PRESERVATION AND FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF CULTURAL VALUES: 
ASKING THEUNESCO DIRECTOR GENERAL TO CONTINUE HIS 
EFFORTS AND RESEARCH ON THE SUBIECT AND TO REPORT EARLY 
IN 1978 ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF RES 3148 (XXVIII) - BY 
CONSENSUS; CALLING ON ALL MEMBER STATES TO TAKE ALL 
NECESSARY STEPS TO PREVENT ILLICIT TRAFFIC IN WORKS OF 
ART, ESPECIALLY FROM COUNTRIES "UNDER COLONIAL OR FOREIGN 
DOMINATION" - 125-0-12; AND COMMENDING NIGERIA FOR HOSTING 
THE SECOND WORLD BLACK AND AFRICAN FESTIVAL OF ARTS AND 
CULTURE TO BE HELD IN 1978 AND APPEALING TO ALL COUNTRIES 
TO HELP MAKE THE FESTIVAL A SUCCESS, AS ORALLY AMENDED BY 
EGYPT - BY CONSENSUS. 

- COMMITTEE OF 24 REPORT - 

SPEAKING IN THE GA NOV. 30 ON THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
24 OF DECOLONIZATION, KHARLAMOV (USSR), AFTER EXPRESSING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WELL KNOWN VIEWS ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, SAID THE 
TRUSTEESHIP OF THE TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS MUST 
BE BROUGHT TO A CONCLUSION. THE ADMINISTERING POWER, 

INSTEAD OF WORKING FOR THE DECOLONIZATION OF THE 
TERRITORY, WAS TRYING TO ANNEX IT. USG DESIRE TO GAIN FULL 
CONTROL STEMMED FROM ITS LOCATION IN AN IMPORTANT 
AREA OF WORLD SHIPPING AND CLOSE TO THE COUNTRIES OF 
SOUTHEAST ASIA. THE ADMINISTERING POWER MUST CEASE ITS 
MILITARY ACTIVITES THERE AND ANY ACTIVITIES DESIGNED TO 
TURN THOSE ISLANDS INTO A "MILITARY APPENDAGE," HE 
DECLARED. THE PEOPLE OF THE MARIANAS, AFTER A SO-CALLED 
PLEBISCITE, HAD BEEN SPEEDILY ADMITTED BY THE US TO 
COMMONWEALTH STATUS. THE US, KHARLAMOV CHARGED, INTENDED 
TO USE THOSE ISLANDS AS A MILITARY BASE ANDHAD 
SIMILAR PLANS FOR THE CAROLINAS AND MARSHALL ISLANDS. 

THE FUTURE OF THE MARIANAS MUST BE DECIDED IN ACCORDANCE 
WITH THE UN CHARTER, NOT ON THE BASIS OF THE WILL OF 
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THE ADMINISTERING POWER, HE ASSERTED, ADDING ANY CHANGES IN 
THE STATUS OF THE ISLANDS REQUIRED SC AGREEMENT. THE GA 
MUST APPROVE THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24 AND STATE 
CLEARLY THAT THE DECOLONIZATION DECLARATION APPLIES TO ALL 
SMALL TERRITORIES, NOT ONLY TO LARGE ONES, HE CONCLUDED. 

RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) SAID THE CHOICE BEFORE THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY WITH RESPECT TO SOUTHERN AFRICA WAS EITHER A NEGOTIATED 
SETTLEMENT OR AN INTENSIFIED AND PROTRACTED LIBERATION ARMED 
STRUGGLE. HE RECALLED THE SECURITY COUNCIL'S FAILURE TO ACT 
ON SOUTH AFRICA, AND SAID THEUK MUST TAKE CONCRETE ACTION TO 
SECURE MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA. 

SIYOLWE (ZAMBIA) SAW THE PROBLEMS REMAINING IN THE WAY OF 
DECOLONIZATION AS STEMMING FROM THE STUBBORNESS OF THE 
COLONIAL AND RACIST ATTEMPTS AT SELF-PERPETUATION AND THOSE 
BEING CREATED BY INTERNATIONAL IMPERIALISM WHICH ALWAYS 
SUPPORTED OPPRESSIVE REGIMES. HE ACCUSED THE UK OF POSTURING 
AS CHAIRMAN OF THE GENEVA TALKS ON RHODESIA WHILE WITHDRAWING 
FROM EXERCISING ITS RESPONSIBILITY, AND SAID THE UN SHOULD 
TAKE NOTE OF "THE MERRY-GO-ROUND IN GENEVA" AND REDOUBLE ITS 
EFFORTS. HE SPOKE AT LENGTH ON NAMIBIA AND CALLED FOR 
CHAPTER VII ACTION. 
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JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) SUPPORTED ALL OPTIONS FOR SELF- 
DETERMINATION, INCLUDING FULL ASSOCIATION WITH ANOTHER STATE, 

AND SAID SPECIAL ASPECTS AND FACTORS MUST BE TAKEN INTO 
ACCOUNT. 

PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) IN LENGTHY STATEMENT ON SOUTHERN AFRICA 
SAW "DANGERS INHERENT IN ATTEMPTS AT IMPOSING SOLUTIONS" 

THAT WOULD RESULT IN POSTPONING THE 

GENUINE INDEPENDENCE OF THOSE COUNTRIES, THUS "USHERING IN 
NEW ELEMENTS OF INSTABILITY AND CRISIS." MONGOLIAN 
REPRESENTATIVE, ASSERTING THERE WERE MILLIONS OF 
PEOPLE UNDER FOREIGN YOKE, SAID IMPERIALIST CIRCULES WHICH ARE 
TRYING TO MAINTAIN THEIR MILITARY AND ECONOMIC 
INFLUENCE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA ARE DEAF TO WORLD OPINION. 

THE STRUGGLE FOR NIEO HAD PUT FINAL END TO 
UNEQUAL RULE OF UNENLIGHTENED RULE OF EUROPEAN 
COLONIALISTS, HE DECLARED. HOLLA! (HUNGARY) STATED THAT 
"RETARDING FORCES" TRIED TO DRIVE A WEDGE BETWEEN DEVELOPING 
AND SOCIALIST COUNTRIES, AND REPRESENTATIVES OF THOSE FORCES 
HAD COME OUT AGAIN IN DEFENSE OF THE RACIST 
SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME. (PORTION ON COMMITTEE OF 24 REPORT 
REPEATED INFO LONDON, LUSAKA, PORT LOUIS, PRETORIA, 

CINCPAC REP GUAM)

3. COMMITTEE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

TWO RESOLUTIONS WERE INTRODUCED IN COMMITTEE NOV. 30: BY LIBERIA - 
WHICH WOULD HAVE THE GA ISSUE A "DECLARATION OF A NEW 
PHILOSOPHY ON DISARMAMENT," SETTING FORTH "THE MAJOR 
PRINCIPLES, PREMISES AND PROBLEMS AS A COMMON APPROACH BY 
GOVERNMENTS, INTERNATIONAL INSTITUTIONS AND THE PEOPLE IN A 
COLLECTIVE PARTNERSHIP IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF AN AGENDA FOR 
THE REDUCTION OF ARMAMENTS AND COMPLETE AND GENERAL 
DISARMAMENT" (L. 28); BY MEXICO, ON BEHALF ARGENTINA, 

BRAZIL, NIGERIA, PERU AND SWEDEN, ALSO - WHICH WOULD HAVE 
THE GA, AMONG OTHER THINGS, REGRET THE ABSENCE OF POSITIVE 
RESULTS DURING THE LAST THREE YEARS OF THE BILATERAL US-USSR 
NEGOTIATIONS ON THE LIMITATION OF THEIR STRATEGIC NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS SYSTEMS (L. 25). A NEW 15-POWER PROPOSAL (L. 29) WAS 
RECEIVED WHICH WOULD REQUEST THE AD HOC COMMITTEE ON THE WORLD 
DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE TO MAINTAIN CLOSE CONTACT WITH THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF STATES POSSESSING NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN ORDER 
TO KEEP INFORMED OF THEIR RESPECTIVE ATTITUDES AND TO REPORT 
TO THE 3 2ND GA. STATEMENTS WERE MADE ALSO BY BELGIUM, 

ROMANIA, AND NETHERLANDS ON BEHALF EC-9. 

ELIOTT (BELGIUM), SPEAKING OF REGIONAL APPROACH TO DISARMAMENT, 
SUGGESTED THE GA CONSIDER AN OVERALL STUDY OF THE QUESTION. 
ANOTHER STUDY COULD BE OF NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONES, 

COVERING THE WHOLE OF REGIONAL AND SUBREGIONAL MEASURES. 

HE SAID THE PROPOSED SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT COULD BE THE 
RIGHT TIME TO EXAMINE IN THEIR ENTIRETY THE OBJECTIVES AND 
METHODS OF DISARMAMENT EFFORTS, AND REGIONAL ASPECTS SHOULD 
HAVE THEIR PLACE IN THAT REEXAMINATION. BELGIUM DID NOT 
INTEND TO PROPOSE A DRAFT RESOLUTION ON THIS AT THE CURRENT 
SESSION, BUT WOULD WELCOME THE VIEWS OF OTHERS ON REGIONAL 
DISARMAMENT. 

NEAGU (ROMANIA) SAID WITHDRAWAL OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS FROM 
EUROPEAN STATES AND A TREATY PROVIDING THAT THE SIGNATORY 
STATES WOULD NOT BE THE FIRST TO USE NUCLEAR WEAPONS AGAINST 
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ANOTHER SIGNATORY STATE WERE NECESSARY. ALSO, MILITARY 

BASES IN EUROPEAN STATES SHOULD BE DISMANTLED AND FOREIGN TROOPS 
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WITHDRAWN, ALONG WITH REDUCTION IN NATIONAL ARMED FORCES, 

ARMAMENTS AND MILITARY EXPENDITURES. THERE WAS INCREASING 
NEED FOR SIMULTANEOUS LIQUIDATION OF BOTH NATO AND THE WARSAW TREATY 
AND ABOLITION OF THE TWO MILITARY ORGANIZATIONS. HE SUPPORTED THE 
BELGIAN PROPOSAL FOR A STUDY OF ALL ASPECTS OF MILITARY 
DISENGAGEMENT AND DISARMAMENT AT THE REGIONAL LEVEL. 

HARMON (LIBERIA), INTRODUCING THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON A NEW 
PHILOSOPHY OF DISARMAMENT, SAID THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY HAD 
FORMULATED A NEW ECONOMIC ORDER WHEN IT WAS THAT THE OLD 
ECONOMIC CONCEPTS HAD BECOME DANGEROUSLY OBSOLETE. HIS 
DELEGATION WAS OPEN MINDED ON THE DECLARATION AND WOULD 
COOPERATE WITH OTHER DELEGATIONS WHICH MIGHT HAVE VIEWS ON ITS 
FORMULATION. 

DECLARING THAT THE US AND USSR HAD "MOST ENTHUSIASTICALLY" 

INCREASED AND PERFECTED THEIR NUCLEAR ARSENALS, BOSCH 

(MEXICO) INTRODUCED THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON SALT. HE 

STATED THAT THE LIMIT ON MIRVS FOR EACH COUNTRY AGREED 

ON IN 1974 WAS WELL ABOVE THE LEVEL EACH STATE POSSESSED 

TWO YEARS EARLIER AND EVEN EXCEEDED THE QUANTITIES THE 

TWO STATES HAD PLANNED TO PRODUCE. HE OUTLINED THE RESOLUTION, 

AND CONCLUDED BY NOTING WITH SATISFACTION THAT THE 
SUPERPOWERS HAD RECENTLY BEGUN TO SPEAK IN TERMS OF 
"NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT" AND "GENUINE DISARMAMENT" TO 
DESCRIBE THE AIMS OF THE BILATERAL TALKS. 

KAUFMANN (NETHERLANDS), ON BEHALF EC-9, SAID THEY BELIEVED 
THAT NEGOTIATIONS ON PRIORITY QUESTIONS IN CCD SHOULD NOT BE 
FURTHER COMPLICATED BY THE INTRODUCTION OF OLD ITEMS UNDER NEW 
HEADINGS. INDIVIDUAL AGREEMENTS ON SPECIFIC TYPES OF WEAPONS. 

RATHER THAN A SINGLE OVERALL AGREEMENT, WOULD BE MORE 
EFFECTIVE. THEREFORE, THE EC-9 WOULD ABSTAIN ON THE RESOLUTION 
ON PROHIBITION OF DEVELOPMENT AND MANUFACTURE OF NEW TYPES 
OF WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION (L. 10/REV.2), THOUGH THEY TOOK

WEAPONS. THE NINE WERE READY TO PARTICIPATE IN ALL 
TECHNICAL DISCUSSIONS ON THE PROHIBITION OF NEW AND 
SPECIFIC TYPES OF THOSE WEAPONS, KAUFMANN STATED.

RE CONSIDERATION OF ISRAELI PRACTICES IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
ON NOV. 30, SPC RECEIVED TWO DRAFT RESES. FIRST L.9 STRONGLY 
DEPLORES ISRAELI POLICIES IN TERRITORIES SINCE 1967, DECLARES 
POLICIES INVALID, AND CALLS ON ISRAEL TO RESCIND ALTERATION 
OF DEMOGRAPHIC COMPOSITION OF AREA. SECOND L. 10 REAFFIRMS 
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4TH GENEVA CONVENTION APPLICABILITY TO TERRITORIES, CALLS ON 
ISRAEL TO RESPECT CONVENTION, AND URGES PARTIES OF 
CONVENTION TO WORK TOWARD COMPLIANCE WITH ITS PROVISIONS. 

IN DEBATE, SAYEGH (KUWAIT) DESCRIBED ISRAELI POLICY AS 
"SYNTHETIC ZIONISM," BUILDING SETTLEMENTS AND SECURING 
POLITICAL RECOGNITION. HE ATTACKED ISRAEL'S CLAIM OF 
NO TERRITORIAL SETTLEMENT POLICY, BUT RECOGNIZED WITH 
SATISFACTION THAT US DECLARED SETTLEMENT POLICY HARMFUL. 
RESPONSIBILITY DID NOT END WITH DECLARATIONS OF 
DISPLEASURE, HE STATED, THEN CHARGED SETTLEMENT MONEY 
CAME LARGELY FROM US. DORON (ISRAEL) REFUTED IN DETAIL 
SYRIAN FILM ON TERRITORIES, CITING QUNEITRA WAS DESTROYED 
DURING SIX YEARS OF WARFARE. HE REMINED THAT 4TH GENEVA 
AGREEMENTS HAD NOT BEEN HONORED BY OTHER GLOBAL CONFLICTS 
AND THAT ISRAEL RESPECTS RIGHTS NOT PROVIDED IN 4TH GENEVA

ON NOV. 30, COMMITTEE 2 APPROVED THREE DRAFT RESES BY 
CONSENSUS. DRAFT L.2 RECOMMENDS BORROWING AUTHORITY FOR 
ADMINISTRATOR OF UN DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM AND WOULD 
AUTHORIZE UNSYG TO LEND UNDP TRUST FUNDS UNDER SPECIFIED 
CONDITIONS. DEPUTY CONTROLLER. ZIEHL REFERRED TO LONG 
HISTORY OF BORROWING PROCEDURE AND RESPONDED TO UK CONCERN 
OVER POSSIBLE TWO-TIER INTEREST RATE. HE FELT THERE SHOULD 
BE SINGLE RATE. (USUN 5757) COMMITTEE ADOPTED DRAFT L.39 ON UN 
UNIVERSITY. DRAFT ENCOURAGES UNIVERSITY RESEARCH, ALONG 
WITH FULL COORDINATION OF UN ORGANIZATIONS. IT ALSO 
REQUESTS CONTRIBUTIONS TO UNIVERSITY ENDOWMENT FUND AND

6. NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER (NIEO) - 

INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS NOV. 30 MADE NO PROGRESS ON DRAFT 
RESOLUTION ON IMPLEMENTATION OF GA RESOLUTIONS ON THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE NIEO BECAUSE THE EUROPEAN COMMUNITY WAS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITHOUT AN AGREED POSITION ON AMENDMENTS TO PUT FORWARD. (USUN 5754) 

7. COMMITTEE 3 - RECEIVES NEW RESOLUTIONS 

MAURITIUS INTRODUCED IN COMMITTEE NOV. 30 A 19-POWER DRAFT 
RESOLUTION CALLING FOR EMERGENCY ASSISTANCE TO REFUGEE STUDENTS 
FROM SOUTH AFRICA (L. 36), AND PORTUGAL INTRODUCED 20-POWER DRAFT 
RELATING TO TORTURE AND CRUEL, INHUMAN OR DEGRADING TREATMENT 
OR PUNISHMENT (L. 38). BYELORUSSIA INTRODUCED DRAFT WHICH 
WOULD DEMAND THE LREASE OF PERSONS DETAINED AS A RESULT OF 
THEIR STRUGGLE FOR SELF-DETERMINATION, INDEPENDENCE AND 
SOCIAL PROGRESS (L. 37), AND ALGERIA INTRODUCED 
ALGERIA/MEXICO DRAFT ON MEASURES TO IMPROVE THE SITUATION AND 
ENSURE THE HUMAN RIGHTS AND DIGNITY OF ALL MIGRANT WORKERS (L.39). 

IN INTRODUCING THE DRAFT ON REFUGEE STUDENTS FROM SOUTH 
AFRICA, MAURITIUS STATED OP PARA 3 WOULD BE REVISED AND A NEW 
PARAGRAPH ADDED URGING STATES TO RESPOND GENEROUSLY TO 
ANY SYG APPEALS FOR ASSISTANCE. COSTA RICA WELCOMED THE 
SWEDISH DRAFT RESOLUTION ON DETENTION OF PERSONS ON GROUNDS 
OF THEIR POLITICAL CONVICTIONS. MEXICO, SOVIET UNION, GREECE, 

AUSTRALIA AND BELGIUM SPOKE ON THE TORTURE ITEM. TURKEY

THREE INFORMAL DRAFT RESOLUTIONS BEING CIRCULATED WHICH 
RELATE TO THE DECADE FOR WOMEN (USUN 5747) ARE: IRAN'S, 

CONCERNING ESTABLISHMENT OF THE INTERNATIONAL RESEARCH AND 
TRAINING INSTITUTE FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF WOMEN; CALL FOR 
APPROVAL OF PROGRAM FOR THE DECADE; AND PHILIPPINES' WHICH 
REQUESTS THE SYG TO CONVENE A PLEDGIING CONFERENCE FOR THE 
VOLUNTARY FUND AND INTERNATIONAL TRAINING INSTITUTE DURING THE 
3 2ND GA. 

8. COMMITTEE 4 - NAMIBIA 
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THE COMMITTEE HEARD 18 MORE STATEMENTS NOV. 30 AS IT CONTINUED 
DEBATE ON NAMIBIA. NORWAY THOUGHT THE UK AND US INITIATIVES 
HAD BEEN HELPFUL BUT THAT IT WAS VITALLY IMPORTANT THAT 
WESTERN COUNTRIES INTENSIFY THEIR PRESSURE ON SOUTH AFRICA; 

A MANDATORY ARMS EMBARGO WOULD BE THE FIRST STEP IN THE SE OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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POSSIBLE UN POWERS. INDONESIA FAVORED FREE AND 
DEMOCRATIC ELECTIONS UNDER UN SUPERVISION, BUT THAT 
WOULD BE IMPOSSIBLE IF THE OCCUPYING REGIME REMAINED IN 
NAMIBIA. IF THE PRESENT SITUATION CONTINUED.THEONLY ALTERNATIVE 
LEFT OPEN TO THE NAMIBIANS WOULD BE THE INTENSIFICATION OF 
ARMED STRUGGLE. INDONESIA BELIEVED THAT STATES SHOULD 
NOT PERMIT THEIR NATIONALS TO CONDUCT BUSINESS IN NAMIBIA. 

BURUNDI SPOKE OF THE TRIPLE VETO AND NUCLEAR AND MILITARY 
SUPPORT GIVEN SOUTH AFRICA, AND APPEALED FOR INCREASED 
MATERIAL ASSISTANCE FOR SWAPO. CHAD WAS SURPRISED AND 
INDIGNANT AT THE PERFORMANCE OF SOME SC MEMBERS IN THE 
ABUSE OF THE VETO, ACCUSED SOME TRADITIONAL 
DEFENDERS OF FREEDOM OF CONTINUING TO SOW CONFUSION IN THE 
UN THROUGH THEIR ATTEMPTS TO PRESERVE THEIR 
IMPERIALIST POLICIES, AND DENIED THAT CHAD HAD 
RELATIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA. MAURITANIA STRESSED THAT A 
GENUINE CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE REQUIRED THAT SOUTH AFRICA 
MEET CERTAIN SWAPO PREREQUISITES. MEXICO STATED NAMIBIA HAD 
BREN UNDER DIRECT UN RESPONSIBILITY FOR 10 YEARS BUT THE REAL 
ADMINISTRATION CONTINUED TO BE IN SOUTH AFRICA’S HANDS; 
THEREFORE SOUTH AFRICA WAS AN AGGRESSOR AGAINST THE UN, 

AND THAT SITUATION SHOULD BE ACTED UPON BY THE SC AND THE GA. 
OMAN DECLARED THAT THOSE STATES WHICH OPPOSED CONCRETE 
MEASURES IN THE SC WERE MOTIVATED SOLELY BY THEIR OWN NARROW 
SELF-SERVING COMMERCIAL AND OTHER INTERESTS.

UNDER UN AEGIS WITH SWAPO'S PARTICIPATION. THE FATE OF 
NAMIBIA DEPENDED ON THE UN, YET THE KEY TO THE SOLUTION 
WAS IN THE HANDS OF THE WESTERN POWERS. SECRETARY KISSINGER'S 
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MISSION TO SOUTH AFRICA WAS AN UNPRECEDENTED ACT OF 
POLITICAL COURAGE, IF ONE TOOK INTO ACCOUNT THE ATTITUDE 
OF THE WEST THUS FAR, BUT IT MUST BE EVALUATED ON THE BASIS 
OF RESULTS. IF THE MISSION TURNED OUT TO BE A FAILURE,

AFRICA, SAW CERTAIN INDICATIONS THAT PRETORIA COUNTED ON 
INCREASED ASSISTANCE FROM ITS WESTERN PARTNERS SHOULD A 
GRAVE CRISIS OCCUR. UPPER VOLTA CALLED FOR EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES. IRAQ ACCUSED SOUTH AFRICA OF CREATING AN ATMOSPHERE 
OF TERROR. 

NEW ZEALAND FELT THAT A PEACEFUL SOLUTION WAS BOTH POSSIBLE 
AND DESIRABLE, HOPED THE USG-SAG DISCUSSIONS WOULD PRODUCE 
PROGRESS, ND SUPPORTED THE EFFORTS OF THE PRESIDENTS 
OF THE "FRONT-LINE" STATES. CONGO DENOUNCED THE TRIPLE VETO 
AND SAID THE UN SHOULD ADOPT APPROPRIATE CHAPTER VII 
MEASURES. OWONO (EQUATORIAL GUINEA) NOTED MAINTENANCE OF 
NATO MILITARY BASE IN THE AREA AND THE TRIPLE VETO WHICH 
BLOCKED THE PROPOSED ARMS EMBARGO. TURKEY, HOPING A PEACEFUL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SOLUTION COULD BE FOUND, ASKED SOUTH AFRICA TO REEXAMINE 
THE SITUATION CAREFULLY AND GIVEN NAMIBIANS THEIR RIGHT TO 
INDEPENDENCE. (REPEATED INFO COLOMBO. KINSHASA, LONDON,

COMMITTEE NOV. 30 APPROVED, 81(US)-2-3, INTERIM FINANCING OF 
UNEF/UNDOF THROUGH DEC. 21, 1976, AFTER PREDICTABLE STATEMENTS 
BY SYRIA, ALBANIA, LIBYA, CHINA, IRAQ AND UAE. ISRAEL EXPRESSED 
DISMAY AT STATEMENTS. DRAFT RESOLUTIONS ON SCALE OF 
ASSESSMENTS WERE INTRODUCED BY: NEPAL. TO LOWER FLOOR TO 
.01PERCENT; CUBA.NOTING THE FLUCTUATING WORLD ECONOMY OF 
THE BASE PERIOD AND THE NEED FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
TO USE THEIR RESOURCES AND HARD CURRENCIES FOR THEIR OWN 
DEVELOPMENT; AND KUWAIT, REQUESTING PRIORITY FORDELEGATION S ' 
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RESOLUTIONS OVER THAT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONTRIBUTIONS.

CONFERENCES) AND BRAZIL. (USUN 5774) 

10. COMMITTEE 6 - HOSTAGES ITEM 

ON NOV. 30, IN COMMITTEE 6, FIFTEEN STATES GAVE VIEWS ON 
HOSTAGES ITEM, COMMENTING ON FRG DRAFT. TWO BASIC POSITIONS 
PREVAILED; THOSE SUPPORTING FRG DRAFT AS STANDS, AND 
THOSE FAVORING LIBYAN AMENDMENT WHICH INSERTS "INNOCENT" 

BEFORE USE OF HOSTAGE. CANADA, URUGUAY, DENMARK, COLOMBIA, 
SURINAM, AND BELGIUM ALL BACKED FRG DRAFT AS STANDS. CANADA 
DESCRIBED INNOCENT AMENDMENT AS REDUNDANT OR CREATING 
UNACCEPTABLE IMPLICATION. URUGUAY REJECTED NOTION VIOLENCE 
CAN CHANGE RULE OF LAW. AND DENMARK THOUGHT LIBYAN CHANGES 
COULD UNDERMINE CONVENTION. BELGIUM REPEATED INNOCENCE OF 
ALL HOSTAGES. WHILE SURINAM COMPARED HOSTAGE TAKING TO PIRACY. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COLOMBIA ASSERTED THAT FRG EFFORT WOULD ENSURE PEACEFUL 
EXISTENCE FOR ALL PERSONS. SOMALIA, INDONESIA, AND INDIA 
PRAISED FRG INITIATIVE, BUT ALSO INDICATED SUPPORT FOR 
LIBYAN INNOCENT AMENDMENT. SOMALIA REBUTTED UK ASSERTION 
THAT NO PRECEDENT FOR WORD INNOCENT EXISTED BY CITING RES ON 
TERRORISM PREVENTION. INDIA WANTED PRECISE DEFINITION OF 
"INNOCENT" HOSTAGE. CHINA. USSR, BULGARIA, AND PAKISTAN ALL 
OPPOSED HOSTAGE TAKING BUT STRUCK AT CAUSES WHILE NOT MENTIONING 
LIBYAN INNOCENT AMENDMENT. CHINA SAID THAT IMPERIALISTS OFTEN 
SEIZE ON TERRORIST ACTS TO DISCREDIT NLMS. THEY WERE

1 1 . COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING - 

THE COMMITTEE CONCLUDED ITS FOURTH SESSION AT NIGHT MEETING 
NOV. 29, AFTER RECOMMENDING TO THE GA THAT ITS MANDATE BE 
EXTENDED TO ENABLE IT TO SUBMIT FINAL RECOMMENDATIONS AND 
PROPOSALS TO THE 32ND GA. THE RECOMMENDATION IS CONTAINED 
IN THE COMMITTEE'S REPORT WHICH WAS ADOPTED WITHOUT OBJECTION 
AFTER BEING ORALLY AMENDED BY THE DELETION OF PARAGRAPHS 
18-48 (RAPPORTEUR'S SUMMARY OF THE INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS 
DURING THE THIRD SESSION) AND THEIR ISSUANCE AS A SEPARATE 
DOCUMENT, TOGETHER WITH VIEWS EXPRESSED BY THE SOCIALIST 
COUNTRIES. ANOTHER AMENDMENT AGREED TO WAS THE INCLUSION 
OF THREE ANNEXES TO THE REPORT: CHAIRMAN'S REVISED 
CONSOLIDATED TEXT; CHAIRMAN’S ORIGINAL CONSOLIDATED 
TEXT PREPARED FOLLOWING THE SECOND SESSION, TOGETHER WITH 
HIS INTRODUCTORY REMARKS; AND THE THREE BASIS POSITION 
PAPERS, SUBMITTED BY THE EC-9, US, AND G-77. THE 
COMMITTEE DECIDED THAT SHOULD ITS MANDATE BE EXTENDED IT 
WOULD PROCEED WITH ITS WORK ON THE BASIS OF CHAIRMAN DADZIE'S 
(GHANA) TEXT. IT WAS TENTATIVELY AGREED THAT A FIFTH SESSION 
COULD BE HELD FEB. 16-MARCH 2 AT HEADQUARTERS, AND THE HOLDING OF A 
SIXTH SESSION SHOULD BE LEFT OPEN, ON UNDERSTANDING THAT IT 
COULD NOT BE HELD IN EITHER NEW YORK OR GENEVA (BECAUSE 
OF LAW OF SEA CONFERENCE). 

12. IRANIAN PLANE INCIDENT - 

LETTERS TO UN SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT (S/12242; 

S/12244) FROM PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVES OF SOUTH YEMEN 
(PDRY) AND IRAN SET FORTH CONFLICTING VERSIONS OF SHOOTING 
DOWN OF IRANIAN PLANE NOV. 24 BY PDRY. PDRY CLAIMED THAT 
IRANIAN PLANES "HAVE BEEN BOMBARDING OUR INSTALLATIONS AND 
VILLAGES AND TERRORIZING OUR PEOPLE," AND THAT FIGHTER PLANE 
THAT VIOLATED PDRY AIR SPACE NOV. 24 WAS SHOT DOWN. PDRY 
RESERVED RIGHT "TO DEFEND ITS SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY." ACCORDING TO IRANIAN LETTER, ONE OF IRANIAN 
AIR FORCE PLANES STATIONED IN OMAN AT LATTER'S REQUEST, 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAS SHOT DOWN WHILE OVER OMAN BY SHOTS FIRED FROM 
ACROSS BORDER IN PDRY. IRAN ASSUMED "THIS FLAGRANT ACT 
OF AGGRESSION" WAS DESIGNED TO SABOTAGE FOREIGN MINISTERS 
CONFERENCE OF PERSIAN GULF STATES IN SESSION IN OMAN, AND 
RESERVED RIGHT "TO TAKE APPROPRIATE ACTION IF AND WHEN IT 
DEEMS IT NECESSARY." (USUN5761) 

13. POLITICAL PRISONERS IN TAIWAN - 
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APPROXIMATELY 150 INDIVIDUALS, LED BY PEARL LIN OF CHINESE 
STUDENTS ORGANIZATION, DEMONSTRATED NEAR UN HEADQUARTERS NOV. 29 
TO PROTEST ALLEGED SECRET EXECUTION OF POLITICAL PRISONERS IN 
TAIWAN. LATER, THEY MARCHED TO CONSULATE GENERAL OF 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA TO CONTINUE THE DEMONSTRATION. (USUN 5758)
